The  first  and  only  time  I  ever  saw  Babe  Ruth,  he  had  just  become  the  home  run  king.  As  the  newspaper  report¬ 
ers  interviewed  him,  he  made  a  remark  that  I  always  remembered:  “Isn’t  it  strange?”  he  said,  “I’m  the  home  run 
king,  but  nobody  ever  asks  me  how  many  times  I’ve  struck  out.  In  the  bush  league  and  the  big  league,  altogether 
I’ve  knocked  851  home  runs,  but  I’ve  fanned  out  1339  times.” 

A  startled  reporter  asked,  “Then,  what  is  the  secret  of  your  success?”  The  babe  answered:  “It’s  the  same  as 
the  secret  of  success  anywhere  else  in  life.  You  have  to  keep  coming  up  to  bat,  and  keep  swinging.” 

This  is  as  true  in  business  as  it  is  in  baseball.  You  have  to  keep  swinging. 

There  are  many  keys  to  success  in  any  business.  First  of  all,  you  must  know  your  product  and  your  people,  and 
your  customer  and  your  competitor.  You  should  have  a  plan  and  carry  out  a  program. 

Selling  has  been  defined  as  “the  fine  art  of  getting  the  other  fellow  to  buy  what  you  have  to  sell,  and  then 
making  him  glad  he  bought  it  from  you.”  It  means  long  range  service  and  good  customer  relationships. 

In  our  enlightened  business  world  today,  the  successful  salesman  must  give  equal  attention  to  product  and 
people.  Your  customers  respond  to,  and  do  business  with  those  who  treat  them  well.  Good  management  is  not  just 
directing  things  -  it  is  working  with  people. 

Teddy  Roosevelt,  who  was 
president  then,  called  Colonel  Gothels  to  his  office  and  said:  “I  want  you  to  go  down  to  The  Panama  Zone  and  dig 
a  ditch  across  it.  I  want  you  to  tunnel  through  nine  mountains,  make  nine  locks  that  will  lift  the  largest  ships 
afloat.  I  want  you  to  handle  hundreds  of  thousands  of  men,  spend  millions  of  dollars  of  money,  and  make  a  canal 
that  will  cut  8,000  miles  off  the  distance  from  New  York  City  to  Los  Angeles.  And  I  want  you  to  make  it  snappy. 

A  friend  asked  the  Colonel  if  he  thought  he  could  overcome  the  almost  insurmountable  problems  he  would  have 
to  face. 

The  Colonel  replied  without  hesitation:  “I  will  build  the  canal.”  But  he  added,  “I  would  like  everyone  to  know 
at  the  outset  that  my  interest  in  Panama  is  not  only  in  engineering.  My  primary  concern  is  people  ...  If  I  can 
handle  people,  the  canal  will  build  itself.” 

History  shows  the  results.  The  impossible  was  accomplished.  The  winning  formula  was  not  only  engineering 
know-how,  but  an  attitude  towards  people.  Colonel  Gothels  organized  them  into  working  teams,  built  a  winning 
morale,  and  a  creative  relationship.  They  would  do  anything  including  the  impossible  for  him. 

Building  the  Panama  Canal  was  an  engineering  feat  of  gigantic  proportions,  but  it  was  accomplished  by  a  man 
who  inspired  his  men  to  do  the  impossible.  It  was  a  supreme  example  of  the  miracle  of  good  human  relations. 

In  these  days  of  engineering  ingenuity  and  technological  leapfrog,  we  create  fantastic  products  for  our  local 
and  world  markets.  The  wise  businessman  and  salesman  give  more  thought  to  creating  a  network  of  friendships. 
They  develop  an  atmosphere  in  which  to  do  business  with  men  who  not  only  buy  our  products,  but  are  glad  they 
bought  them  from  us.
